Over  $85,000  has  been  contributed 
by  faculty  and  staff  members  as  a 
part  of  the  "Investment  in  Ex- 
cellence" fund-raising  campaign  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College. 

"This  amount  far  exceeds  our  set 
base  goal  of  $40,000  and  also  our 
challenge  goal  of  $75,000,"  Burlian 
Walker,  executive  director  of  the 
Foundation  and  Alumni  Affairs,  said. 

"We  are  expecting  even  more 
pledges  to  come  in  within  the  next 
few  days,"  he  said.

"The  campaign  will  bring  an  in- 
creased sense  of  pride  to  all  who 
believe  in  the  value  of  quality  educa- 
tion. Many  individuals  will  be  given 
the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  their 
loyalty  and  support  of  Co-Lin  through 
their  involvement,"  said  Walker. 

Funds  from  the  campaign  will  pro- 
vide the  margin  for  excellence  in 
educational  programs  and  facilities  at 
the  college. 

Funds  earned  from  interest  on  the 
campaign  gifts  will  be  allocated  in 
two  phases.  Phase  one  consists  of 
endowment  for  faculty-staff  develop- 
ment, endowment  for  scholarships, 
instructional  program  enrichment, 
general  endowment,  and  the  learning 
enrichment  center.

Co-Lin   helps   meet   challenge

The  Landscape  Technology  Pro- 
gram is  an  exciting  new  two-year 
technical  program  on  the  Natchez 
campus  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  student,  the  community  and  an 
ever-growing  industry,  collectively 
called  the  "Green  Industry". 

The  Green  Industry,  like  any  other 
industry,  is  rapidly  becoming  more 
and  more  technical.  New  plant 
materials  are  constantly  being 
developed.  The  techniques  for  pro- 
pagating these  as  well  as  established 
plants  are  continually  being  advanc- 
ed. New  design  concepts  for  the  use 
of  ornamental  plants  in  the  landscape 
are  being  created.  Equipment  used  in 
managing  and  maintaining  the  land- 
scape is  becoming  more  advanced. 
New  products  developed  and  utilized 
by  the  Green  Industry  are  introduced 
to  the  market  each  year. 

The  tremendous  growth  of  the 
Green  Industry  in  recent  years  has 
presented  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing with  a  challenge  to  educate  in- 
terested individuals  with  the 
knowledge  and  technical  skills 
necessary  to  enter  its  work  force. 

The  Landscape  Technology  pro- 
gram at  Co-Lin  has  answered  this 
challenge.  It  is  one  of  only  a  handful 


of  similar  programs  in  Mississippi. 
Co-Lin's  Landscape  Technology  pro- 
gram is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  only 
program  of  its  type  in  Mississippi 
which  has  a  broad  based  curriculum 
designed  to  provide  a  solid  founda- 
tion for  students  entering  virtually  any 
field  of  the  Green  Industry.  The 
students'  needs  are  met  through 
combining  the  study  of  plants,  their 
production,  maintenance,  and  ap- 
plication in  the  landscape  with  the 
study  of  business  and  management 
practices.  Students  are  provided  op- 
portunities to  learn  the  basics  as  well 
as  to  stay  abreast  of  the  latest 
technological  advances  in  the  Green 
Industry. 

The  Landscape  Technology  pro- 
gram also  meets  the  needs  of  the 
community  through  its  availability  as 
a  resource  of  technical  information. 
Co-Lin  personnel  as  well  as  students 
offer  their  expertise  to  the  public  and 
are  often  involved  in  community  ser- 
vice projects.  The  present  class  is  in- 
volved in  designing  the  landscapes 
for  four  intersections  in  Natchez  as 
part  of  the  Adams  County  -  Keep 
America  Beautiful  campaign. 

The  Green  Industry  is  a  vital  part  of 
our  society,  requiring  educated  and 


trained  individuals  to  meet  the 
demands  of  its  work  force.  The  pro- 
gram prepares  the  student  for  career 
opportunities  within  the  various  fields 
of  the  Green  Industry.  Employment, 
including  self-employment,  in  the 
fields  of  landscape  design,  land- 
scape contracting,  landscape 
maintenance,  nursery  and 
greenhouse  production,  garden 
center  management,  tree  surgery,  or- 
namental and  turf  pest  control,  and 
related  businesses  are  a  few  of  the 
many  careers  possible.  The  program 
prepares  students  to  become  licens- 
ed by  the  State  of  Mississippi  in  the 
fields  of  landscape  technology  prior 
to  attaining  employment  or  becoming 
self-employed.  Upon  completion  of 
the  Landscape  Technology  Program, 
students  are  awarded  an  Associate  of 
Applied  Science  Degree. 

The  Landscape  Technology  Pro- 
gram at  Co-Lin  will  continue  to  grow 
and  provide  the  latest  technology  in 
this  field  to  both  its  students  and  the 
community.  It  is  also  committed  to 
providing  graduates  with  the 
knowledge  and  technical  skills 
necessary  to  establish  lifelong 
careers  in  the  Green  Industry.

Rick  Walker  dazzles  audiences,

Performing  for  such  superstars  as 
Patrick  Duffy  and  Tom  Cruise,  being 
selected  as  one  of  the  top  five  magi- 
cians in  the  United  States,  and  own- 
ing his  own  corporation  are  just  a  few 
of  the  achievements  of  Rick  Walker, 
a  member  of  the  Class  of  1969. 

The  Monticello  native  now  lives  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  heads  Rick 
Walker  Designs  and  Magical  Produc- 
tions. 

His  highly-successful  magic  career 
is  recognized  throughout  the  nation 
as  one  of  the  best.  On  Las  Vegas' 
Tropicana  stage  last  March  his  magic 
show  was  selected  in  the  top  five  in 
the  nation  by  such  judges  as 
Siegfried  and  Roy  and  by  "Night 
Court's"  Harry  Anderson.  Twelve  of 
the  nation's  top  magicians  were 
selected  by  video  as  finalists  to  per- 
form in  Las  Vegas.  He  employs  from 
1 0  to  1 5  people  when  he's  on  a  nation- 
al tour,  with  six  assistants  on  stage. 

Rick  began  his  magic  career  at  the 
age  of  ten  and  he  competed  in  his 
teens  at  various  magician's  conven- 
tions and  talent  contests,  taking 
award  after  award  for  his  showman- 
ship and  creativity.  He  has  never 
stopped  adding,  building,  or  chang- 
ing the  act. 

His  show  features  nicely-routined 
manipulations,  animals,  and  large- 
scaled  illusions,  along  with  dazzling 
original  costumes  and  stage  settings. 

The  tube  illusion  is  which  an  assis- 
tant disappears,  then  reappears  in  a 
changed  costume  and  his  well- 
remembered-in-this-area  trunk  act  all 
comprise  his  Vegas-styled  show. 

Rick  also  still  uses  his  pyramid  illu- 
sion and  when  he  headlined  Mon- 
ticello's  175th  Birthday  Celebration  in 
1986  his  mother  appeared  from  the 
small  pyramid  trunk  instead  of  the 
assistant  who  originally  entered  the 
trunk.  His  sister,  Kathy  Walker,  who 
as  a  youngster  appeared  with  Rick, 
also  assisted  in  his  performance. 

He  performs  nationally  each  year 
from  coast  to  coast  in  Dallas,  New 
York,  Las  Vegas,  Chicago,  on  the 
West  Coast,  etc.  He  has  also  per- 
formed in  Orlando  and  on  "Nashville 
Today"  and  in  the  best  of  clubs  and 
shows. 

Soon  after  the  Las  Vegas  finals  last 
March,  a  talent  agent  called  Rick  and 


asked  him  to  perform  in  Europe.  With 
less  than  a  week  to  prepare,  and  car- 
rying four  assistants  and  over  three 
tons  of  magic,  costumes,  and 
scenery,  the  group  left  and  perform- 
ed in  Germany  for  six  weeks,  from 
April  through  the  first  week  of  June, 
and  then  for  two  weeks  in  July  in 
Holland.  "We  did  two  shows  a  day, 
seven  days  a  week.

IHL,  community  colleges  work  on 

CORE  curricula

For  about  eighteen  months  now  the 
Vice  Presidents  for  Instructional  Af- 
fairs at  the  eight  Mississippi  univer- 
sities and  the  Academic  Deans 
Association  for  the  fifteen  public  and 
community  junior  colleges  in 
Mississippi  have  been  working  in  a 
united  effort  to  develop  a  CORE  cur- 
riculum for  the  first  two  years  of  a  stu- 
dent's educational  career.  The 
CORE,  when  completed,  will  be  a  list 
of  courses  for  specified  areas  of 
study  which  will  be  the  same  at  all 
eight  universities.  For  those  areas  of 
study,  students  will  be  guaranteed  an 
automatic  transfer  (with  2.0  or  better 
GPA). 

I  think  I  should  point  out  here  that 
for  many,  many  years  the  junior  and 
senior  colleges  in  Mississippi  have 
worked  cooperatively  together  to 
assure  a  smooth  transfer  of  students 
from  community  colleges  to  four  year 
institutions.  The  new  effort  mention- 
ed above  should  be  seen  as  a  very 
positive  step  to  improve  the  transfer 
process.  It  should  not  be  seen  as  a 
means  to  solve  a  transfer  problem. 
There  have  been  few  instances 
where  transfer  was  not  automatic;  in 
those  cases,  a  short  discussion  bet- 
ween institutional  representatives 
has  always  put  the  transfer  process 
back  on  track. 

The  CORE  is  not  intended  to  take 
the  place  of  articulation  agreements 
which  now  exist  between  two  and 
four  year  institutions.  It  is  rather  a 
safety  net  to  assure  students  atten- 
ding a  two  year  institution  that  they 
may  take  courses  which  will  transfer 
to  any  one  of  the  eight  universities 
without  question  for  those  curricula 
that  are  a  part  of  the  CORE;  whereas, 
currently  a  student's  academic  pro- 
gram must  be  tailored  by  junior  col- 
lege advisors  to  fit  the  curriculum  at 
each  participating  university. 

Progress  made  thus  far  on  this  pro- 
ject includes  the  development  of  the 
CORE  for  eight  areas,  the  adoption  of 
the  overall  concept  by  the  Board  of 
Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  and 
the  State  Board  of  for  Community 


and  Junior  Colleges,  and  the  commit- 
ment by  personnel  for  the  universities 
and  community  colleges  to  continue 
the  process  of  developing  CORE  cur- 
ricula in  as  many  areas  as  possible.  It 
is  estimated  that  we  can  develop 
such  curricula  in  more  than  100 
areas.  The  end  product  will  be  a 
document  which  can  be  used  by 
community  college  counselors  and 
advisors  to  guide  students  toward  a 
particular  area  of  study  where  all 
course  work  will  transfer  to  any  of  the 
eight  Mississippi  universities.  This 
will  allow  community  college 
counselors  to  concentrate  their 
energies  on  the  proper  selection  of 
courses  for  students  instead  of  on 


learning  the  curriculum  differences 
for  each  of  the  universities. 

Of  course,  the  best  feature  of  this 
development  is  that  students  will  be 
relieved  of  the  worry  about  structur- 
ing their  courses  of  study  toward  one 
particular  university,  only  to  learn 
that  some  of  the  courses  will  not  meet 
transfer  requirements  when  they 
change  their  mind  about  which 
university  they  will  attend. 

This  CORE  will  not  be  completed 
overnight  and  it  will  not  cover  every 
single  area  for  transfer,  but  it  is  surely 
a  step  in  the  right  direction.

Because  of  the  efforts  of  our  social 
committee  chaired  this  year  by  Mr. 
John  T.  Bullen,  Science  Instructor, 
faculty  and  staff  have  opportunities  to 
informally  get  to  know  one  another 
and  visit  both  campus  sites. 

The  Natchez  Campus  began  its 
spring  semester  with  a  computer 
literacy  workshop  for  faculty  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Joey  Paul,  Computer 
Science  and  Math  Instructor.  With 
twenty  new  IBM  computers  at  the 
Washington  Site  and  thirty-nine  IBM 
compatible  computers  at  the  Beltline 


Site,  faculty  now  have  access  to  com- 
puters for  classroom  management 
tasks.  Over  the  next  year  all  faculty 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  to 
use  computer  to  assist  students  and 
themselves. 

The  total  enrollment  continues  to 
grow  at  Co-Lin  Natchez.

Mrs.  Linda  Flynn,  Co-Lin  Natchez 
student,  and  Mrs.  Carolyn  Vance 
Smith,  English  instructor,  have  been 
selected  to  represent  our  community 
college  as  outstanding  student  and 
outstanding  instructor  of  1988-89. 
They  were  chosen  in  response  to  a 
request  by  the  Mississippi 
Legislature,  which  in  1988  began  an

Co-Lin  focuses  on  child  care

According  to  Mother  Goose, 
"Wednesday's  child  was  full  of  woe, 
and  Thursday's  child  had  far  to  go," 
until  last  January  when  Mississippi's 
first  lady,  Julie  Mabus,  began  her  ral- 
ly for  better  child  care  in  Mississippi. 

Since  that  time,  Mabus  and  child 
care  specialists  across  the  state  have 
been  crusading  for  improvements  in 
child  care  centers  which  provide  ser- 
vices for  more  than  56,500 
preschoolers. 

Mabus  said  in  a  news  release  from 
the  Governor's  Mansion,  "All  of  us 
who  want  to  live  in  Mississippi  and 
have  our  children  prosper  must  look 
beyond  ourselves  and  look  to  the  task 
of  providing  our  children  with  the  best 
possible  care." 

"Parents  should  be  assured  that 
their  child  has  the  most  affordable, 
accessible,  quality-oriented 
program,"  she  said. 

Under  Mabus's  guidance,  day  care 
facility  owners,  kindergarten 
teachers,  and  child  care  program 
coordinators  in  the  state's  colleges 
and  universities  are  working  harder 
than  ever  to  upgrade  existing  pro- 
grams and  implement  new  ones. 

Aiding  in  this  battle  for  better  child 
care  is  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Child  Care  Development 
Technology  Program,  which  coor- 
dinator Lucile  Horton  said, 
"Enhances  the  total  development  of 
children  socially,  mentally,  physically 
and  emotionally." 

Approximately  35  children  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  Co-Lin's  program 
which  provides  guidance  for  infants 
as  well  as  toddlers. 

"We  are  licensed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  to  teach  in- 
fants, toddlers,  and  three  and  four 
year-olds,  plus  all  of  our  developmen- 
tal activities,  meal  plans,  and 
measures  of  discipline  must  meet 
state  requirements,"  Horton  said. 

Licensing  is  voluntary  in  Mississip- 
pi and  determines  the  minimum  type 
conditions  under  which  children  in 
facilities  should  live  and  receive  care. 

"We  are  required  to  keep  our  ac- 
tivities on  the  age  level  of  the  children 
we  serve,  and  the  number  one  goal  of 
our  facility  is  to  emphasize  a  child's 
positive  self  image,"  Horton  said. 


Begun  in  1978,  Co-Lin's  child  care 
development  program  not  only  pro- 
vides a  learning  environment  for 
children,  but  also  teaches  college 
level  students  how  to  care  for  these 
children. 

Co-Lin  offers  two  technical  pro- 
grams including  a  two-year  associate 
of  science  curriculum  and  a  one  year 
child  care  assistant  certificate  cur- 
riculum. 

"Students  spend  aprozimately  15 
hours  a  week  in  child  care  theory 
classes  and  10  hours  per  week  in  a 
laboratory  setting  with  the  children," 
Horton  said. 

"Student  who  enter  the  program 
need  to  possess  certain  qualities 
such  as  patience,  energy,  and  a  good 
sense  of  humor,"  she  said. 

Horton  added  that  career  oppor- 
tunities for  child  care  development 
students  grow  each  year  and  many  of 
Co-Lin's  graduates  enter  child  care 
programs  at  the  state's  universities. 

"We  have  had  several  graduates  to 


graduates  was  remarkable  this  past 
year,  and  we  expect  the  1988-89 
school  year  to  be  even  better,"  Hor- 
ton said. 

According  to  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  nearly  half  of  Mississippi's 
children,  under  six  years  of  age,  have 
mothers  in  the  labor  force,  and  other 
sources  indicate  a  need  for  more 
child  care  facilities  and  more 
qualified  personnel  to  work  in  these 
centers. 

Recent  studies  by  the  Governor's 
Commission  for  Children  and  Youth, 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  and 
many  other  organizations,  show  that 
children  in  Head  Start,  public 
kindergartens  and  various  preschool 
programs  are  more  likely,  as  adults, 
to  find  jobs  and  to  attend  college. 
Moreover,  they  are  less  likely  to  be  on 
welfare  and  less  likely  to  show  an- 
tisocial behavior. 

"We  cannot  afford  for  one  child  in 
our  state  not  to  have  the  very  best  we 
can  offer,"  she  said.

receive  four  year  degrees  in  elemen- 
tary education,  special  education, 
and  social  work,"  she  said. 

Those  who  enter  the  work  force 
with  a  two  year  degree  or  one  year 
certificate  from  Co-Lin  have  taken 
jobs  as  day  care  workers, 
kindergarten  assistants,  and  even 
nannies. 

"Co-Lin's  placement  of  child  care 
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With  the  anticipated  improvements 
in  child  care,  the  state  will  realize  the 
importance  of  upgrading  facilities 
and  programs  as  Mississippi's 
children  grow  into  adulthood.  And 
Mother  Goose's  nursery  rhyme  will 
take  on  a  new  meaning  for  the  people 
of  Mississippi  as  "Monday's  child 
becomes  fair  of  face"  and  "Wednes- 
day's child  becomes  full  of  grace."

Industrial  Systems  Technology  program  to  open

A  new,  high  technology  training 
program  will  begin  operation  in  the 
fall  of  1989  on  the  Wesson  campus. 
The  program  is  called  INDUSTRIAL 
SYSTEMS  TECHNOLOGY  (1ST).  It  is 
a  two-year  (five  semester)  program 
which  includes  one  semester  of  work 
experience  at  an  approved  industrial 
site. 

The  Industrial  Systems  Technology 
program  has  created  a  great  deal  of 
excitement  at  Co-Lin  as  well  as  in  the 
industrial  community  served  by  the 
college.  An  advisory  committee  com- 
posed of  industrial  representatives 
has  tailored  this  program  to  meet  the 
needs  of  local  industry.  The  commit- 
tee has  developed  a  modern  and 
meaningful  curriculum  which  is  load- 
ed with  the  latest  in  electronics,  fluid 
power  and  computer  integrated 
manufacturing.  The  1ST  advisory 
committee  met  several  times  during 
the  spring  of  1988  and  developed  a 
proposal  which  was  submitted  to  the 
State  of  Mississippi  Department  of 
Education,  Bureau  of  Vocational- 
Technical  and  Adult  Education  and 
the  State  Board  for  Community  and 
Junior  Colleges  for  approval.  The 
program  was  approved  in  resounding 
fashion  in  the  months  of  May  and 
June  respectively. 

Those  serving  on  the  1ST  advisory 
committee  and  responsible  for 
developing  the  successful  proposal 
include:  Hamilton  Bush,  Industrial 
Suport  Services,  Inc.,  Brookhaven; 
Murray  Farr  and  Bob  Freeman,  Wal- 
Mart  Distribution  Center, 
Brookhaven;  Richard  Hoaglin, 
Georgia  Gulf  Corporation,  Gallman; 
John  Williams,  Georgia-Pacific  Cor- 
poration, Monticello.  Others  con- 
tributing to  development  were  Bob 
Huckaby,  Counselor;  George  Huff- 
man, former  Industrial  Training  Coor- 
dinator; Zoula  Strong,  Assistant 
Associate  Dean  for  Vo-Tech  Instruc- 
tion; and  Louis  Dugas,  Associate 
Dean.  Several  vocational-technical 
instructors  were  also  involved  in  the 
planning,  including:  Buddy  Blailock, 
Herman  Cavin,  James  Harris,  Bruce 
Irvin,  Charles  Langley,  Bobby 
Leonard,  Glenn  McGee  and  Bill 
Parks. 


The  program  has  received  en- 
dorsements from  the  Georgia  Gulf 
Corporation,  Georgia-Pacific  Cor- 
poration, Industrial  Support  Services, 
Inc.,  International  Paper  Company, 
and  Wal-Mart  Distribution  Center 
#601 1 .  The  Society  of  Manufacturing 
Engineers,  Chapter  141,  also  endors- 
ed and  supports  1ST  at  Co-Lin.  Bill 
Cooper,  Challenger  Electrical  Equip- 
ment Corporation,  serves  as  chair- 
man of  Chapter  141,  S.M.E. 

Upon  gaining  approval  from  the 
state  level  agencies,  Co-Lin 
vocational-technical  staff  began  to 
prepare  a  facility  to  house  the  new 
program.  The  J.  J.  Wesson  Building 
will  be  renovated  in  the  near  future  to 
add  classrooms  and  laboratories 
needed  for  Industrial  Systems 
Technology.  Walter  E.  Cooper  is  ser- 
ving as  architect.  The  cost  of  the 
renovation  is  being  shared  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education, 
Bureau  of  Vocational-Technical  and 
Adult  Education  and  Co-Lin. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  to  set  up  a 
Computer  Integrated  Manufacturing 
(CIM)  system  complete  with  robots, 
Computer  Numerical  Control  (CNC) 
lathe  and  mill,  conveyor  system, 
assembly  system  and  central  com- 


puter control  station.  Students  will 
learn  to  assemble,  operate  and  main- 
tain a  modern  manufacturing  system 
which  produces  a  real  world  product. 

The  Industrial  Systems  Technology 
program  promises  to  be  a  most  uni- 
que and  technologically  advanced 
training  program.  It  is  a  program 
designed  by  industrial  represen- 
tatives to  meet  their  technical  person- 
nel needs  in  the  production, 
maintenance  and  engineering  areas. 
"Copiah-Lincoln  looks  forward  to  this 
opportunity  to  provide  trained  per- 
sonnel for  local  industry  and  ap- 
preciate the  confidence  expressed 
and  active  support  provided  by  local 
industry,"  said  Louis  Dugas, 
Associate  Dean  for  Vocational- 
Technical  Instruction. 

An  extensive  advertising  campaign 
is  planned  for  the  near  future.  The 
Co-Lin  district  will  be  saturated  with 
information  concerning  the  1ST  pro- 
gram.
